CHEROKEE REVENUES.

Cherokee citizens as a rule were

in favor of the movement on the
part ot the interior department
inaugurated a few months ago for

the collection of the revenues due

the trine. It was not unreason
ible thai the government of the
rjtiitt-- Stutes should show good

faith to the Indians by saving for

fiein the money due them under
the provisions of their laws
which had become inoperative by

congressional enactment. There
was and is every reason for the
government enforcing the collec
tion of all revenues ilue the Che

rokee people and surely no friend
of the Cherokees ever opposed it.

But it now transpires that the
oolleclion of tribal revenues by In-

spector Wright has thus far been a

very one sided and poorly enforced

eflort. The haymen were first
attacked, and after a hard legal

battle, and one man was ejected
from the limits of the nation by

the Indian police, they paid the
royalty under prolest. The mer-

chants were next in order and most
ol them paid up like men with the
express understanding that ail
were to be served alike and with
loud declarations that all would

eventually pay or be put out of the
country instanter. The cattlemen
were gotten to the payinc point
and some of them did actually pay

their introduction and grazing tax--s- .

Then something happened,
nobody knows what, but no one

nlse paid, and those who had paid
wanted their money back. The
revenue inspectors doubtless draw
iheir salaries as regular as ever,
but what they are doing or how

tuch money they have placed to

the credit of the Cherokee people
no one seems to know.

The truth perhaps is that the
cattlemen hav succeeded In caus-

ing a cessation of hostilities, and
